AT PORTSMOUTH -,' Paty 


A home wire of 18th ult. gives further 
particulars of the sinking of British submarine 
boat Number Ar which was ruh down and 
sunk off the Nab lightship that day by a 
Donald Currie liner, and: eleven persons 
drowned, including Lieut, Mansergh, the senior, 
officer, engaged in submarine work. it seems 
that the liner pa-sed on apd reported that she 
At the time she was 
struck the vessel was ifthe lightship engaged 
in the manauvres, and was lying in several 
fathoms of water waiting the approach of a 
battleship. The boat was one of the newest of 
the fleet of submarine vessels and was built 
from-the latest models, but she has always 
heen a poor diver. . Tie name of the Monald 
Currie liner which struck the submarine boat 
is the Berwick Castle, {r:m East Dondon, 
South Africa, The Irss of the boat was not 
known, for some hours alter the liner 
had reported to the manauvring fleet 
that she had struck a torpedo. The officers 
of the liner sav-that they saw a glisten- 
ing torpedo like hull in the water, ind it is sap») 
posed, therefare that the submarine boat rosé: 
just before she was struck. The officers of the 
fleet did not suppose for a moment that the 
stbmarine boat had been struck and continued 
operations expecting that the vessel would 
reappear, Finallya search was made, and the 
breaking of the waves revealed the presence of 
the ill-fated boat. There is no doubt that all 
members died in their steel tomb. It is pre- 
sumed that the Berwick Castle, in striking, up- 
set the trim of the baat and spilled the gasoline 
in her tanks, rendering her helpless. All the 
crew who were bittened dawn met a terrible 
fate from suffovation m the absence of air 
and owing to the fames of the gasoline. 


‘ACCIDENT IN AN ENGLISH 
COAL PIT, 
a & 

While working in a Hanley coal pit some 
years ago John Henshall lost an eye froma 
spark’ at the pick-end. The injury set up 
inflammation, which compelled the doctors to 
remove the eye. Finding his occupation a 
aminer gone, he has since worked as a gar 
dener and at odd work, He is a-most respect- 
able and intelligent man,the victim of repeated 
misfortunes, 


Victim of an accident at fTanley. 

“Lam getting an in years," he said—" nearly 
sixty-eight—and since | lost my eye I have. 
done no work in the pits. That is, however, 
not the only trouble [have had, For two years 
1 was laid up with an attack of liver complaint, 
which caused acute indigestion. I also suffered 
from nervous debility, I had agonising pains 
in the head, and was subject to feelings of 
giddiness, [was hardly able to eat, and got 
into a very wea, low, and depressed state of 
health.

On 29th ult, His Majesty the Emperor was 
pleased to prant Vcz-Admiral Toyo, Cam- 
mander-in-Chief of the Combined Fleet, the 
following Imperial Message :-— . 

“On receipt of the news that the Combined 
Fleet has again attempted to block Port Arthur, 
We appreciate the valour and bravery of the 
officers, and men who toak part in the heroic 
deed.”

Order No. 25, 14/27 March, 1904, 
Accordiny to an order issued by the 


Viceroy of His Imperial Majesty in the 
Far East, the port of Yingkou has been pro- 
claimed under Martial Law. Until the pub- 
lication of said order, the following regulations 
have been enforced, to be brought into im- 
mediate operation 

1.—The Martial Law extends over the town 
and port of Yingkou, over the whole of the 
population without distinction of nationalities, 

2.—The passengers, and cargoes arriving 
here, are to undergo examination, and for 
this purpose all steamers, ° sailing-vessels, 
and junks, having entered the mouth of the 
river must anchor atthe distance of §] miles 
below the fort, A steam-launch,—weather 
permitting, and exclusively during daylight,— 
with a naval and Customs officer on board, will 
meet the vessels at that spot; they will examine 
the vessels, and conduct them to the berths 
which will be allotted to them by the Customs. 

3.—The import of arms, and ammunition is 
prohibited, 

4.-—ltis prohibited to export to any ports of 
Japan or Corea any articles of military con- 
traband, named in the accompanying list, 

3 —When exporting such articles to Neutral 
Ports the shipper has to pay into the Customs 
a security equal to the value of the cargo, as 
a guarantee that his cargo will not be re: 
shipped from the Neutral Port to any port of 
Japan, or Corea, 

6.—The lightship and leading marks will 
temporarily not be put up at the mouth of the 
river, . 

7-—When dealing with articles of contra- 
band of war the regulations sanctioned by His 
Majesty on the tgth February, tgo4, are to 
serve as guidance, , 

8.—Military and civil authorities of the town 
and port of Yingkou have to be guided by the 
regutations and laws, published in st. 25, defin- 
ing the administration of provinces.

ANEW CODE, 


We have received from the Hongkong 
Observatory a new code of meteorological |, 
signals which comes into force at Hongkong 
on New Years Day. They are the same as. 
those at present in use at Shanghai, and will 
be hoisted on the mast beside the time-ball at 
Kowloon Point for the information of masters 
of vessels leaving the port. They do not neces: 
sarily imply that bad weather is expected. The: 
signals are as follows :— 


A cone point upwards indicates a typhoon to 
the North of the Colany. + ; 
“A cone point upwards {and drum below in- 
dicates a typhoon to the North-East of the 


Colony. 


A drum indicates a perene to au East of 
the Colony. 


A cone ppint downwards and drum below 
indicates a typhoon to the South-East of the 
Colony. 


A cone point downwards indicates a typhoon 
to the South of the Colony. ' 


A cone point downwards and ball below 
indicates a typhoon to the South-West of the 
Colony. 


A ball indicates a typhoon to the West of 
the Colony. 


Acone point upwards and ball below indicates 
a typhoon to the North-West of the Colony. 


Red . Signals indicate that the centre is 
believed to be more than 300 miles away from 
the Colony. 


Black Signals indicate that the centre is 
believed to be less than 300 miles away from 
the Colony, 


The above signals -will, as heretofore, be 
hoisted only when typhoons exist in such posie 
tions or are moving in such directions that in- 
formation regarding them is considered to be of 
importance to the Colony or to shipping leav- 
ing the harbour. 


NIGHT SIGNALS, 


Two lanterns hoisted vertically indicate bad 
weather io the Colony and that tho wind is 
expected to veer. 


Two lanterns holsted horizontally indicate 
bad weather in the Colony ‘and that the wind is 
expected to back, 


The signals ara repeated on the flagstaff of 
the Godown Company at Kowloon, and also, 
by day only, at the Harbour Office and on H 
M's Receiving Ship. 


LOCAL STORM-WARNINGS. 


The Colony itself is warned of approaching 
typhoons by means of the Typhoon Gun placed 
at the food of the mast, which is fired whenever 
a strong gale of wind is expected to blow here.
